The  Bears  inaugurated  their  '67  season 
with  a  53-7  triumph  over  surprisingly  weak 
Wofford.  Junior  blocking  back  Jack  Huss  threw 
for  260  yards,  completing  16  passes  in  25 
attempts.  Toby  Alorgan  caught  4  passes  for 
70  yards  and  2  touchdowns,  while  Kelly  Rudi- 
sill  caught  4  more  aerials  for  102  yards,  inter- 
cepted one  pass  and  was  named  Bear  of  the 
Week.  As  a  team,  the  Bears  amassed  548 
yards  on  offense  while  holding  the  Terriers 
to  a  mere  98. 

Presbyterian  upended  the  Bears  26-9  the 
next  week  in  the  loss  that  ultimately  kept  the 
Bears  from  going  to  the  NAIA  playoffs.  The 
Bears  had  four  passes  intercepted  and  lost  one 
fumble,  all  of  which  resulted  in  PC  points.

The  Bears  went  into 
the  dressing  room  with  a  49-6  halftime  lead 
and  settled  for  a  56-6  win  as  Wayne  Bell  tal- 
lied four  times  and  rushed  for  163  yards  to 
be  chosen  Bear  of  the  Week.

Joyner  receixed 
the  East  squad's  Outstanding  Defensive  Player  award  along  with 
N.C.  State's  All-American  safety  Fred  Combs.  Bear  Assistant  Coach 
Danny  Williams  commented,  "Joyner  was  possibly  the  best  football 
player  on  the  field.  He  made  si.\  unassisted  tackles,  picked  up  a 
couple  of  fumbles,  and  looked  good  at  all  three  of  the  positions 
where  they  used  him."  Bell  led  the  East  in  rushing  with  58  yards 
in  12  carries.  One  of  Bell's  longest  runs  set  up  the  field  goal  which 
proved  to  be  the  winning  margin  (10-7).  Helms  did  not  see  any 
action,  due  to  an  ankle  injury  he  sustained  against  Catawba  on 
Thanksgiving. 


BASKETBALL 

Bear  second-year  coach  Melvin  Ruggles  ran  his  college 
coaching  record  to  34-20  with  a  1412  record  during  the 
'67-'68  campaign.  The  high  spots  of  the  season  included  a 
big  71-64  win  over  High  Point  at  High  Point  and  an  82-71 
drubbing  of  the  NAIA's  Number  3  team,  Guilford.  Mark 
LaMoreaux  led  the  Bears  in  scoring  with  a  17-plus  average, 
and  David  Wells  and  Bill  Davis  with  14.1  and  12.8  aver- 
ages respectively.  Davis  and  LaMoreaux  averaged  over  ten 
rebounds  per  game.  The  highlight  of  the  season  was  an 
eight-game  spurt  where  the  Bears  went  from  a  2-5  record 
to  10-5  and  second  place  in  the  conference. 

Wells  recorded  the  top  score  of  the  year  against  Pem- 
broke with  30  points,  while  LaMoreaux  and  Davis  tied  for 
the  season-high  rebounding  with  games  of  20  rebounds 
each. 

Ruggles  is  expecting  to  have  one  of  the  top  teams,  per- 
sonnel-wise, in  the  conference  next  year.  All  of  the  other 
league  clubs  are  losing  almost  all  their  starters,  while  the 
Bears  are  retaining  a  solid  nucleus.  Bill  Davis,  Steve  Holle- 
man,  Joel  Carroll,  Dana  Olson,  and  Dan  Daugherty,  all 
starters  at  one  time  or  another  this  season,  will  return.  Next 
vear  could  verv  well  be  the  "Year  of  the  Bears."
